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Report of Superintendent 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District: 


FOREWORD 


The aims of our schools cannot be separated from those of 
society, since education is one of the bases on which our society 
rests. It has been a fundamental principle of American democracy 
that we should have free public education in this country. With- 
out an enlightened citizenry, our nation would not have grown to 
its present heights. In New Hampshire, we generally agree that 
schools should provide the best education possible for each child, 
whatever his ability might be. Since the ability of every child 
varies, we should provide the best possible education to fit his 
individual needs. Our schools must make provisions to handle the 
bright, the dull, the lazy, the industrious, the shy, the bold, the 
practical and the artistic. 


In the short time that I have served as your superintendent, 
I would conclude that the schools of Union No. 20 do a good job 
in teaching the fundamental skills (the three R’s). Tests that have 
been given prove this to be true. We should certainly maintain 
this good record and, if possible, show some improvement. 


There is nothing that will take the place of a firm knowledge 
of the skills. However, there are some areas in which we should 
be doing more than we are doing at the present time. Students 
need more aid in the area of guidance—academic, vocational and 
social. More time could be spent profitably in the fields of music, 
art and speech. Effort should be made to provide a wholesome 
physical education program other than merely competitive 
athletics. These are not educational “frills” as some people would 
like us to believe, but are ways in which we can hope to accom- 
plish the aims of education. What are these aims? Very briefly, 
I would list them as follows: 


1. Mastery of the basic skills and tools of knowledge—the 
three R’s. 
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2. Becoming a good citizen. 


Being able to enjoy physical and mental health and under- 
standing the laws of hygiene. 


4. Appreciating art, music and literature. 


5. Being able to provide for needs by employment in the 
professions, industries, the arts and the sciences. 


Being able to use increased leisure time wisely. 


7. Being able to understand the physical aspects of our 
world—a knowledge of science. 


8. Being tolerant of others, regardless of race, creed, or color. 


These aims mean that we must provide both an academic and 
realistic atmosphere in our schools. While we cannot neglect the 
traditional type of education, we must also provide practical 
learning that will fulfill the needs of those students not going on 
to schools of higher learning. 


With an ever-increasing enrollment in our schools and the 
holding power of the schools growing, we have serious problems 
facing us. They can be solved only through a sincere interested 
citizenry who are willing to face the problems and attempt to do 
something about them. 


TEACHERS 


The teachers for 1955-56 remain the same as last year and are 
listed with their grades in the enrollment and attendance report. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


We had in our schools on December 20, 1955, 116 pupils, which 
is a decrease of 16 from last year. Of this figure, 75 are in the 
East Milan School and 41 in the West Milan School. There was 
an unusually large 8th grade last year which accounts for the 
sharp decrease in enrollment. For the next five years our enroll- 
ment figures are projected as follows:

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The percentages of attendance showed an improvement over 
last year, with all grades having better records. The average 
for 1954-55 was 96.1 per cent compared to 94.3 for the previous 
year. However, we also had an increase in the number of tard- 
inesses for the district, but the record still is-below the average. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


The new doors were installed in the East Milan School and 
the total cost exceeded the amount of money appropriated last 
year. Also, a coat of paint was added to this school because of 
extreme peeling of the previous paint. New storage cabinets were 
added to the West Milan School as well as a new basin and 
bubbler in the hall of that building. This building basically is very 
substantial, but needs many repairs. Other equipment in both 
buildings seem adequate except for the usual replacements. 


NOTES ON THE BUDGET 


The School Board’s total budget for 1956-57 is $42,549.79 as 
compared to 39,019.57. The increase of $3,530.22 is accounted for 
by an increase in tuition of $2,850.00 and a modest increase for the 
teachers and janitors. 


The $1,000.00 put in the budget for school lunch is an offset 
item and an estimated sum of $1,000.00 can be expected from the 
National School Lunch program. State aid this year was higher 
than last year and any amount Milan gets for 1956-57 will be 
deducted from the amount asked for by the School Board. 


TUITION 


This item accounts for more than twenty-five per cent of the 
total budget. At the present time, we have 38 pupils attending the 
high school in Berlin and this number will remain about the same 
for the next few years. The tuition rate at Berlin for high school 
pupils is now $300.00 per pupil. 


WARRANT 


The School Board is putting two special articles in the warrant 
this year. One is an amount for resurfacing the roof on the West 
Milan School, which is in poor condition. The second article asks 
for money to put a handwriting system in the Milan schools. Other 
towns in the union are also contemplating this move and if 
adopted will add greatly to the curriculum of the schools.

With this feeling continuing, I am 
sure that we can maintain our good schools and also hope to 
improve them.
